Conference Hears ‘“Cherem”’ Pronounced 
On American Council For Judaism 


Special 


NEW YORK—While the delegates cheered 
hoarsely and clapped wildly, the American 
Council for Judaism was condemned by three 
rabbis representing Orthodoxy, Reform and 
Conservatism, preceding the reading of an offi- 
cial statement by Henry Monsky as chairman 
of the Conference. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise brought the delegates 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm when he pro- 
nounced a “cherem” on the members of the 
Council. Mr. Monsky’s statement declared: 

“The American Council for Judaism, a body 
of 100 men speaking for themselves, has séen fit 
to issue a statement in the name of ‘Americans 
of Jewish faith’ at a time when the American 
Jewish Conference, a democratically elected 
body, representing every major Jewish organ- 
ization and community in the United States, is 
seeking to unite American Jews on.a common 
program for the solution of the tragic problems 
confronting world Jewry. ° 

“The timing of this action must be character- 
pertinent. . It is calculated to confuse American 
pertinent. t is calculated to confuse American 
public opinion and to’ disrupt the American 
Jewish community. 


“Today the delegates here assembled, repre- 
senting every point of view, are united in: their 
repudiation of this attempt to sabotage the col- 
lective Jewish will to achieve a unified pro- 
gram.” :

PHILADELPHIA — In a pronouncement 
timed to coincide with the sessions of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference, the American Council 
for Judaism reiterated in a declaration which 
was falsely labelled by The New York Times as 
“its first statement of principles” its opposition 
to a “national Jewish State in Palestine”. 

“We oppose the effort to establish a national 
Jewish State in Palestine or anywhere else” as 
a philosophy of defeatism, said the declaration, 
and one which does not offer a practical solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem. We dissent from 
all those related doctrines that stress the racial- 
ism, the nationalism and the theoretical home- 
lessness of the Jews”. 

Signing the declaration from Indiana were 
Rabbi Morris M. Feuerlicht of Indianapolis and 
Rabbi Milton Greenwald of Evansville, both 
founding members of the Council and Joseph 
Bloch, of Indianapolis, whose name appeared as 
a member now for the first time. 


Body to Reconvene 
in Year or Less with 
Same Delegates

NEW YORK—With only four 
negative votes out of a possible 
total of 500 the American Jewish 
Conference in a historic session 
Wednesday night adopted a Zion- 
ist resolution which called for 
the re-creation of the Jewish 
Commonwealth and the immedi- 
ate withdrawal of the White 
Paper. 

In a scene of near pandemon- 
ium, with clapping of hands, the 
singing of “Hatikvah” and the 
beating on tables, the resolution 
prepared by the Palestine Com- 
mittee of the Conference was 
seconded by Henry Monsky, who 
declared he claimed this a priv- 
ilege which he “would cherish 
for the rest of his life.” He said 
the resolution would go down 
among historic American Jewish 
documents. 

Judge Joseph Proskauer was 
given an acelamation when Rabbi 
Wise called attention to the fact 
Judge Proskauer “still remains 
within the halls as a member of 
this Conference,” 

Judge Proskauer, however, read 
a statement of dissent in behalf 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, which he heads. 

Rabbi Silver declared that at 
this moment “American Israel is 
more united than it has ever 
been united.” 

The Conference will stay in ex- 
istence at least for one more year, 
and an Executive Committee of 
55 will act in the interim, carry- 
ing out the resolutions and de- 
cisions adopted here. This Exe- 
cutive Committee must re-con- 
vene the Conference not later 
than 12 menths, but may call it 
at any time before then. The 
same delegates as at present will 
represent their communities and 
the national organizations. 

Resolutions seeking to include 
the problem of anti-Semitism in 
the United States were thrown 
out by the General Committee 
with the American Jewish Con- 
gress the B’nai B'rith and the 
American Jewish Committee all 
joining to prevent it from coming 
no the floor of the Conference 
This would have brought the 
of the Conference out into the 
open. 

Although the Conference must 
be re-convened within the year 
the present delegates will prob- 
ably represent their present con- 
stitutents “until the purposes of 
the present Conference .are ac- 
complished.” This could drag out 
for several years or more. 

A praesidium of 14 was elected, 
but it seemed to have no function 
to fill, and will be superseded by 
the Executive Committee des- 
cribed above.

NEW YORK —Although back 
home the question was raised and 
debated as to whether The Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference was a 
body truly representative of 
American Jewry, there was never 
the shadow of such doubt at the 
sessions. 

In the first place, it could not 
be denied that the national Jew- 
ish organizations were all repre- 
sented, almost without exception. 
Then, too, although in many local 
instances it may have been true 
that some deserving leader be- 
cause of the vagaries of local vot- 
ing was shunted out of the posi- 
tion of delegate, this was the first 
Conference in a quarter of a cen- 
tury, where the communities were 
represented with elected men and 
women. 

As to national leaders, the Con- 
ference brought together the 
greatest galaxy of American Jew- 
ish leadership ever convened in 
one body at one time. Imagine 
a speaker’s platfrom graced all in 
one evening, with a Stephen Wise, 
a Solomon Goldman, an Abba Hil- 
lel iSlver, a James G. Heller, a 
Henry Monsky, and an _ Israel 
Goldstein. A normal American 
Jewish community might take ten 
years and more before these 
greats in American Jewry would 
grace a local platform.

the other. The Congress opposed 
any permanent body because it 
meant in effect the supersedence 
of its new organization, which 
ostensibly was the representa- 
tive of American Jewry in affairs 
of World Jewish interest. Both 
the Zionists and the B’nai B’rith 
ignored this point altogether and 
fought early for some form of 
a permanent basis for the Con- 
ference. 
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Zionists Yield 
In Fight For 
Body President

NEW YORK — Although the 
most earnest and attentive dele- 
gate would tell you in all sin- 
cerity that nothing had tran- 
spired and speeches from the 
platfrom were the sole order of 
business for the first three days 
of the 5-day Americatn Jewish 
Conference which closed yester- 
day, yet the entire tenor of the 
Conference and the actual deci- 
sions and resolutions were 
framed, decided upon and even 
the voting results predetermined 
a great degree of accuracy in the 
maneuvering and jockeying for 
position that went on for the first 
seventy-two hours of the historic 
sessions. : 

Most of the jockeying went on 
in the General Committee, which 
was the Committee on Commit- 
tees of the Conference, and which 
was clearly dominated as was the 
entire convention by the Zionist 
bloc. 

B’nai B’rith Balks 

The first important question de- 
cided behind closed doors which 
was to play an important part in 
the Conference was that of presi- 
dent of the body. The Zionist 
bloc had figured out a plan under 
which Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
would be elected president and 
Henry Monsky, chairman, or vice- 
president. A fight over this point 
developed when the B’nai B’rith 
refused to accept this arrange- 
ment. The vote went 29-17 in 
favor of the Zionist proposal. 

There the matter stood until the 
B’nai B’rith delegation let it be 
known that if the General Com- 
mittee pushed Rabbi Wise 
through, they would bring up a 
fight on the point from the floor. 
The General Committee adjourn- 
ed to allow the Zionists to digest 
this juicy morsel at that time. 
Caucus Ponders Situation 

The caucus of the Zionist group 
to decide on the course to take 
in this dilemma, was faced with 
the alternative of taking a stand 
for Wise and bringing their 
forces to bear at this time, or 
waiting until the important ques- 
tion of the Biltmore platform, to 
show their strength. Led by Dan 


Frisch, who was chairman of this 
caucus, there was a group who 
felt that the Zionists had been 
called on to make every conces- 
sion in the pre-conference deci- 
sions, and that to continue this 
appeasement was not wise or safe. 

The other view was to bring to 
a fight on the floor over a person- 
ality was not of the same import- 
ance as if an issue were involved, 
and that it was unwise to bring 
a schism at this point in the ses- 
sions. This group prevailed, al- 
though there were some who said 
Rabbi Wise was being sacrificed 
in the process. In order to avoid 
any seeming disavowal of Rabbi 
Wise, the caucus did not take a 
vote, and merely decided on their 
course of action by a sort of un- 
derstanding. 

At the next session of the Gen- 
eral Committee, the B’nai B’rith 
proposed the election of a prae- 
sidium consisting of one member 
from each of the ten major 
groupings at the Conference and 
four members at large, and this 
plan was unanimously adopted.

Calls For Action To 
Aid Europe’s Jews

NEW YORK — A special 20- 
page supplemet to the New Re- 
public, liberal weekly, entitled, 
“The Jews of Europe—How to 
Help Them,” has been issued 
here.. The supplement contains 
articles touching on the verious 
aspects of the position of the 
Jews in Europe, tracing the rise 
of Nazi-fostered anti-Semitism 
and outlining a program of res- 
cue. 

In a lead editorial, the maga- 
zine states that “impatient Gen- 
tiles and timorous Jews had bet- 
ter reconcile themselves to the 
fact that the fate of the Jewish 
people is one of the issues in this 
war. It is true that the Jews suf: 
fer from the political disadvant- 
age that by the very law of their 
being they can produce no Quis- 
ling or Laval to intercede for 
them with Hitler, and conse- 
quently no Darlan to recall their 
allegiance to the democracies. 
They have nothing to bring to 
the political markets; they have 
already given to the Allied cause 
all they have. Nevertheless, the 
moral issues in this war cannot 
be permanently evaded and must 
be brought into the open. Shall 
Hitler decide the issue on the 
first front, or the democracies? Is 
this a war for power or is it a 
war for freedom?” 

Othe articles demand that anti- 
Semitism be outlawed after the 
war, thae the person respon- 
sible for the persecution of the 
Jews be punished, that asylum 
be found for refugee Jews in 
Britain, America and Palestine, 
that food be sent to the starving 
populations of the ghettos, and 
that an international agency be 
created, aside from the Inter- 
governmental Refugee Commit- 
tee, to deal with the Jewish prob- 
lem of Europe.

I 
think they are both all wet, but 
you'll be able to tell who was 
right when you read this, be- 
cause by then the decision on 
that point will have been made. 


When Henry Monsky came out 
so strongly in behalf of Palestine 
in his opening address, it made 
quite a few eyes open in sur- 
prise. But he was clearly in the 
mood of the delegates, for they 
gave his support of Zionism, for 
that is what it was, long ova- 
tions. How does anyone expect 
tthe Biltmore Platform to be ig- 
nored in face of such sentiment? 


Smolar said as late as Sunday 
night, and this was before Judge 
J. J. Proskauer issued his clear 
threat, that the American Jewish 
Committee would withdraw if 
the Biltmore Platform was adopt- 
ed. I made that prediction in 
print about three months ago, 
but in the heat of preparations 
for the Conference, I lost the 
clear picture, and felt that the 
Committee was too involved to 
withdraw now. We shall see. 


Jews Want a Jewish Palestine 


S PREDICTED HERE, the American Jewish 


Conference affirmed the Biltmore Platform 
asking for a Jewish Commonwealth in Pales- 
tine, but no one, not even the most optimisitc 
Zionist, could have predicted the overwhelming 
majority by which the resolution on Palestine 
was adopted. 

Of course the fact that a Zionist resolution 
would be passed was obvious from almost the 
very first hour of the Conference, but that the 

voting was so unanimous adds considerable 
weight to the effect the resolution must have 
on those for whom it was intended. 


The government of Great Britain, which 
might have found some confirmation for its 
present anti-Palestine trend in a close vote, now 
knows how the Jews of the United States feel 
about a Jewish Palestine. 

The members of the American Council for 
Judaism, which most certainly would have 
made something out of a formidable anti-Zionist 
vote, now know how the truly representative 
Jews of the United States feel on the same

And the United States state department can 
no longer say ot the Zionist, “Whom do you rep- 
resent?” 


Monsky Reputation Enhanced 


| peeing IT MIGHT be said that no one 
dominant figure emerged from the American 
Jewish Conference, certainly the high esteem in 
which Henry Monsky has been held by Amer- 
ican Jewry was enhanced and his position as 


a leader of American Jewry was moved up 
several notches by his activities therein. 

As much as any one other single factor, Mr. 
Monsky’s seconding of Palestine resolution was 
responsible for the overwhelming vote in its 
favor, but to those who had not watched Mr. 
Monsky as he strode through the sessions of the 
Conference, that move might have been charged 
to an urge to be dramatic. But such an allega- 
tion against Mr. Monsky would have been a 
monstrous untruth. 

Of all the large delegations at the Confer- 
ence, only the B’nai B’rith was free to vote as 
it wished. The B’nai B’rith, believing that the 
individuals at the Conference should vote and 


act as such, opposed the system of blocs by 
which the Conference was run. Every move of 
the B’nai B’rith was so very obviously dedicated 
to the best interest of Jewry in complete disre- 
gard to any advantage that might accrue to that 
organization, that it might even be said to have 
been self-effacing. 

When it is remembered that Mr. Monsky was 
instrumental in the calling of this historic Con- 
ference, and that without the B’nai B'rith, the 
American Jewish Committee would never have 
participated, then is the circle completed, and 
the full picture of him shown in all its shadings. 

It would not be amiss if the Zionist Organi- 
zation 6f America at its annual convention in 
Columbus two weeks hence took some official 
notice of Mr. Monsky’s service to the cause of 
Palestine, and further, the prediction would not 
be too far-fetched were it said that the day 
might come when Mr. Monsky would fully as- 
sume a position of leadership in the Z.O.A.

WHITHER AMERICAN 
POLICY! 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON

Sp gecetaa ‘SEPTEMBER 1ST, was the fourth anniversary of 

the World War. However, the Germans do not date it from the 
attack on Poland but from September 3rd, when the British and 
French, fulfilling their treaties, declared that a state of war existed. 

Historically, the war has no single starting point. China’s war 
began in 1931; Italy’s in 1935; the Czech war dates from the attack 
on France; Russia was attacked in spring 1941; we in December of the 
same year. 

Actually none of these dates began the war. For Germany it 
started in 1933 when a despotic government bent on reversing the 
decisions of the last war came into power. Only the few who know 
that war is the inevitable result of certain policies dared openly to 
say then that war would come. Others awaited events. 


/ 


NOW, WITH HINDSIGHT, we can see how one thing led to 


another. From 1933 to 1939 we had indecision among the peaceful 
nations and growing preparations by aggressors. This was the result 
of policy for which all paid dearly in the first years of conflict; China, 
the small European states, France, Britain, and ourselves. 

Then, slowly, the situation reversed. For another historical 
axiom asserted itself, namely that no single nation or group of na- 
tiontions can dominate the world. The faith of Britain in this axiom 
sustained her through a solitary and awful year until her enemies, 
grown increasingly stupid through pride and power,. pulled the 
whole world to Britain’s side.

THE END OF the Fourth year of war raises memories. The last 


war ended in the fifth year, with the exhaustion of Germany. It is no 
historical necessity that this example should be repeated. But there 
are similarities in the situation. August 1918 revealed the first symp- 
toms of the cracking of Germany which until then had seemed nearly 
invincible. We see similar symptoms now. 

But as in the last war our foresight did not reach beyond the 
military defeat of our enemies and peace found us without a policy 
equally acceptable to all allies, so now too the future is unclear. 

We do not know whether we are fighting for a new system of 
collective security, or, for a new Balance of Power, or—if Mr. Clar- 
ence Buddington Kelland’s program is to be taken seroiusly—for 
America as the future arbiter of the globe. 


IT IS INCREASINGLY difficult to discuss these matters, to the 


best of our limited abilities. We were told last week by some of our 
authorities that freely to discuss the issues at stake is obstructionist. 
Our authorities prefer to take the line that they do not exist. Thus a 
conflict is produced in the loyalties of the citizen. Shall he give 
blind obedience to his political authorities, try clearly to discern and 
state the truth? The government does not help him, for it is vague 
in its denunciations of editors and commentators, and never corrects 
specifically a single error which it attributed to them. 

If we believe that a successful policy must be based upon reality 
and truth, we cannot find such subservience an act of patriotism. 
For the reality remains whether anyone writes about it or not. 

There is, for instance, the question of our Russian policy. 

Brendan Bracken, chief of the British Ministry of Information, 
has denounced those who have expressed apprehensions that Rus- 
sia might under certain circumstances conclude a separate peace with 
Germany. He has gone so far, as to call them “unconscious fifth 
columnists.” He has recalled that Russia is bound by a twenty years’ 
treaty with Britain not to conclude a separate peace, and says that 
Russia has never broken her word. 

The later part of his statement is correct. The first is an over- 
simplification. The text of the Russo-British treaty pledges the Rus- 
sians not to enter into peace negotiations with “a Hitlerite govern- 
ment or any government of Germany that does not clearly renounce 
all aggressive intentions.” It does not pledge the Russians to the 
Unconditional Surrender of any German government. That is a fact 
which the Germans very well know, and it is probably the chief rea- 
sons why Himmler is taking over complete control. 

Russia has indeed, never broken her word, nor changed her 
policy. The appeal issued to the German people by the Free German 
Committee set up in Moscow, and operating from there day by day, 
re-states that Russia will make no peace with Hitler, and demands 
that the Germans set up a strong democratic system, with an army 
loyal to it, evacuate every inch of conquered territory, withdraw to 
their own soil, and enter into peace negotiations. This is a matter of 
public record. It is, I repeat, not in conflict with Russia’s treaty with 
Britain, but it is certainly in conflict with Anglo-American policy. 

Perhaps our authorities are trying even now to clarify this situa- 
tton. But there is no reason why American citizens should not know 
that it exists. The future of the world is involved in the policies that 
are now formed. And that future is moving in upon us, day by day.

Ask Ford To Act 
Against Groups 
Using His Name

NEW YORK—Henry Ford was 
urged to take “more forceful 
measures to halt the use of his 
name in an enemy inspired anti- 
Jewish propaganda campaign 
throughout North and South 
America” in a message addressed 
to him this week by L. M. Birk- 
head, national director of the 
Friends of Democracy, Inc. 


“We urge you to taxe determ- 
ined steps to stop the use of your 
name in a vicious pro-Axis prop- 
aganda campaign now being 
waged throughout the Western 
Hemisphere, the message reads. 

“In English-speaking North 
America a propaganda pamphlet 
called ‘The Malist’ exploits a quo- 
tation attributed to you to spread 
the virus of the fradulent Proto- 
cols of the Elders of Zion. Al- 
though barred from the mails, 
this 48-page pamphlet neverthe- 
less is widely circulated through 
other channels for the insidious 
purpose of rousing public demand 
that our forces be withdrawn 
from foreign battlefields. Charg- 
ing the President of the United 
States and also our allies with 
treachery, the pamphlet exploits 
a vicious variety of anti-Semitism 
and makes a violent attack on the 
Order of Free Masons. 

“In Spanish and Portuguese 
language countries your name is 
used in an openly-conducted and 
sensational p.opaganda drive in- 
spired by the enemy,” the mes- 
sage continues. “Recent newspa- 
per dispatches describe this cam- 
paign as increasingly bitter and 
successful to the point of killing 
off any large-scale plans for post- 
war immigration of refugees to 
the population-hungry nations of 
Latin-America. According to in- 
formation received by first hand 
from South American capitals 
the spearhead of the campaign 
is the profuse display and sale 
of the book, ‘El Judio Interna- 
cional.’ Above the title appears 
the name in bold lettering, ‘Henry 
Ford.’ 

“We-know that you have sought 
to halt the distribution by the Ku 
Klux Klan of a similar volume, 
‘The International Jew,’ in this 
country. And we are aware that 
you have appealed to the Mexi- 
can government against the dis- 
tribution of the Spanish language 
edition. But in view of the in- 
creasing gravity of the situation 
we feel you must take more 
forceful measures. We believe 
you have the power to stop the 
exploitation of your name in this 
entire propaganda campaign. In 
Latin-America, as well as at 
home, your great sales and pro- 
motion organizations are supplied 
with legal counsel who could 
challenge the right of our Ger- 
man and Japanese enemies and 
their local agents to use your 
name in their propaganda. We 
call upon you to act at once,” the 
message concludes.

HAVE YOU BEEN in the old Market Street Temple neigh- 
borhood lately? After services last Saturday morning, Lucy 
Nathan Strauss (Mrs. Simon) drove me all around there. The 
Temple has been pulled down. In its place, is a parking lot 
with a gasoline station. You remember that East Street from 
Market to Michigan, all along Market, Ohio, New York, Ver- 
mont and Michigan Streets east to Davidson and west to Dela- 
ware housed most of the Temple members. Lucy and I recon- 
structed the homes, re-peopled them. We found that the 
majority of the old-timers still have children, and even 
grandchildren, active members of the Indianapolis Hebrew 
Congregation. 

ON THE NORTHWEST CORNER of Ohio and East, was the 
Lewis Baum grocery and at New York at East, the Gottlieb 
Kiser Grocery. Along the west side of East Street, starting at 
Market, were the Henry Rosenthals and next door to Kiser’s 


Grocery and home, were the homes of H. Cohen, Louis Meyer, ° 


Dave Kahn, Sol Kiser, Leon Kahn, Charles Feibleman and a 
Haas family who afterwards moved to Tipton, Ind. 


STARTING AT MARKET and East, on the West Side of 
East street were Michael Ezekiel, Maurice Brunswick, Adolph 
Kahn, Morris Solomon, Edward Ducas, Max Gibbs, Leo Meyer, 
Leopold Meyer, Adolph Erdman, and our home at the south- 
east corner of Michigan and East streets. 


ON MARKET STREET, east of East street were Sam Kahn 
and Abe Weiler, A. Lang, Mark Davis, Sol Selig, Isaac Heims 
and the Horwitz family, Max, Harry and Rose Weil, the Fox 
family and Joseph Deitch. 

ALONG OHIO STREET, west of East street, were Joseph 
Solomon, Bernard Kaufman, Henry Rauh, and the Frankels. 

East of East street, the Moses Rosenthals, Abe Loebenbergs, 
David Erdmans. 

EAST ON NEW YORK, Elias Segar, “Tante Esther” Moss- 
ler, David Newman, Isadore Gross, Moses Wolf, and Abe Kahn. 
On West New York were the Rheinheimer family, Dora Fei- 
bleman, Celia Grauman and Ben Cohen. 

ON VERMONT STREET, were three families of Mosslers 
who impressed me because they lived in brick houses and you 
had to climb a high row of white stone steps to get in. The 
families were those of L. I. Messler, Sol Mossler and Aaron 
Mossler. On Michigan, west of East street, on part of the lot 
where the Athenaeum now stands, lived Sol Nathan and fam- 
ily. They came here from Germany. On Liberty and Michigan 
streets, where Max Hyman, the King family and the Segars 
occupying three of the corners. Liza Leopold and her parents, 
the Jacob Goldmans, lived north of Michigan on Liberty, and 
south on Liberty was the Joseph Meyer family. 

OVER ON NOBLE STREET and Michigan were Max Hy- 
man’s parents and family, and further south on Noble, John 
Lippman. On Davidson, between New York and Ohio, were 
Abraham Stern, Fabian Cohn and the Marers. 

ON ALABAMA, where Ballard’s now stands, was the Sam 
Rauh home. .On Alabama, between Michigan and-North, was. 
the.Herman Bamberger home and the Haas and. Nathan 
Morris three-story house. Over on North and Ft. Wayne ave- 
nue were the Dauby, Daniels and Schloss families. On Dela- 
ware, next to the corner of Michigan where Moses Eckhouse 
lived, was the K. Munter brick house. 

THE CHILDREN of those old-time members affiliated with 
the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation now, include Mrs. Han- 
nah Rheinheim Baum, (Mrs. Lewis), N. Leonard Cohen and 
Abe Carlin, S. Carroll Kahn, Sara Lang Kahn, (Mrs. Henry), 
Isadore and Gertrude Feibleman and Ruth Feibleman Gates, 
(Mrs. Mark) Essie Solomon, Elsie Meyer Stein, Lawrence B.

At the John Lippman home 
on Noble street, a group met for the usual Saturday night 
poker game. They played for very low stakes—really more 
for sociability than anything else. Mrs. J. Solomon was win- 
ning and had a big pile of chips in front of her. Suddenly a 
policeman appeared, “What does this mean? Gambling! Give 
me your names and you can all appear

You may wonder how Segal comes to be in 
the U. S. Treasury (his room number is 3871, 
Treasury Building) and the matter deserves to 
be explained. He is here by reason of having 
been borrowed from his regular newspaper job 
by the Treasury to write in the public prints 
in behalf of the war bonds of the third loan. 

That is how it happens that he appears here 
this week in the role of bond salesman, you 
might say, and what are you going to do about 
buying some more war bonds? 

f * * * 

Well, now that Segal has come to the point 
of trying to-sell you bonds he is at a loss. He 
is really no salesman at all, no fellow who can 
grab you by your lapel and make you buy. He 
can tell*you only what he knows. He knows, for 
example, why he himself is going to buy more 
bonds. 

His knowledge of this has been improved by 
a recent visit to Walter Reed Hospital which is 
in Washington. To Walter Reed Hospital they 
bring the wounded soldiers from the far-flung 
battlefronts. He was there three hours and in 
that period his knowledge of war bonds became 
a matter of the enlightenment of his conscience. 

There was ward after ward and row after 
row of beds in which lay boys who had lost 
One-legged boys, 
bedfast, yet they walk all over a man’s con- 
science. Boys with one hand off, yet they take 
a powerful hold of a conscience and shake it 
and make it ashamed. 


They walked all over Segal’s conscience, 
their hands took hold of it and shook it until it 


_ spoke up “Yes, Segal, how much these many 


many men have given and how much do you 
deserve their sacrifices? You have been com- 
plaining about small lacks and inconveniences. 
Yesterday you fretted because you had to wait 
for a table in the restaurant. You felt outraged 
because you didn’t get a B card the last time. 
You’ve been complaining about steaks; can’t get 
good steaks anymore. No more thick, juicy 
steaks.” 

Segal felt convicted. A slender boy trying to 
walk on his one leg came clumping by on new 
crutches. He smiled and said good morning. 
The big boy in bed was taking his exercise by 
raising himself on the wooden trapeze that 
hangs over it... “This is grand exercise for a 
fellow”, he said. “Just to be able to raise your 
back a little”. .. He had been in bed since June 
and now the days were running away to autumn 
and he hoped to be out on the lawn whén the 
leaves fell. 

From all this Segal came to being contrite 
and humble: These boys had spilled their blood 
to fructify the earth toward the better world 
that everybody was hoping for. This poy from 
the steel mills in Pennsylvania; that boy from 
the shoe factory; this boy who used to drive a 
truck; that boy who sold automobiles. 

Yes, a better world for whom? For Segal 
and his kin. For Ellen, Jan and Paul, his grand- 
children. For all these people who were staying 
home and enjoying the fruit of good wages. For 
these comfortable folks who sat so spaciously 
in the grand lobbies of Washington hotels. For 
these people in the cocktail bars. 

“And what are you going to do about it, 
Segal?” . . Segal can’t do a thing about these 
other people. He can do only about himself 
and that’s small enough. If he could buy a mil- 
lion of bonds it would be damn little doing be- 
side the prodigious doing of these boys who 
went through hell for him and left their limbs 
there. ; 

The least he can do is to buy some bonds in 
the coming weeks, to buy even if the strain 
hurts a little. Hurts! The nurse has just given 
a shot to the boy whose legs were shattered by 
aland mine. Let him tell you what pain is. 

That’s that. This isn’t any sales talk; only a 
statement of what one man’s conscience thinks 
about this war loan. But in his function as a 
temporary servant of the Treasury, Segal is re- 
quired to ask you how much you are going to 
do about it? 

In a way ,he hopes he has put the matter on 
your conscience, too. It helps his conscience to 
take part of the load off and put it on other 
people. 

How am I doing, Max?

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POLISH SYMPATHIES LIE WITH JEWS, 
SIKORSKI DECLARES IN LAST ARTICLE

NEW YORK—What may be re- 
garded as Gen. Wladyslaus Si- 
korski’s last testament regarding 
the Jewish future in a liberated 
post-war Poland is contained in 
a special article contributed to 
the current (August) issue of 
Liberal Judaism by Poland’s 
tragically fated Prime Minister 
and commander-in-chief, killed 
in an airplane accident recently. 
Declaring that the “promotion of 
anti-Semitic policy would be 
detrimental to the nation’s wel- 
fare,” and expressing admiration 
for Jewish heroism unexampled 
in civilian resistance” displayed 
by defenders of the Warsaw ghet- 
to, Gen. Sikorski made this 
pledge in the name of his govern- 
ment and the Polish people: 

“On the day of victory the 
walls of the ghetto in Poland will 
topple. The people of Poland will 
raze them forever.” 


In his article Gen. Sikorski 


cites eloquent affirmations and 
documents of popular sympathy 
and solidarity among the Jews 
and the Polish masses. He speaks 
of Catholic compatriots who are 
outraged by anti-Jewish atroci- 
ties, who “do not want to be 
Pontius Pilates,” who, though 
helpless, “protest from the bot- 
tom of our hearts, filled with 
compassion, indignation and hor- 
ror” against the barbarism of the 
Nazis. 


In his article Gen. Sikorski also 
brands as untrue the ‘allegation 
that the Polish government in 
exile is anti-Semitic: “Foes of 
Poland and of the United States, 
furtive fifth columnists, have 
charged the present Polish gov- 
ernment with Fascism and anti- 
Semitism. That is an untruth. 
Our government and the National 


Council represent all shades of 
political opinion that find ex- 


pression in Poland. Charging the 
Polish government with anti-

Conference Not Representative — A Meeting of National Groups

Don’t let anyone tell you otherwise, but. The 
American Jewish Conference, which ended its session 
Thursday night, at the Waldorf Astoria in New York 
was no more a meeting of representatives of Amer- 
ican Jewish communities, than a meeting of the board 
of directors of a large corporation is a meeting of all 
the stockholders. Yet in the case of the stockholders, 
no attempt is made to parade the session as a demo- 
cratic conference to decide by the vote of the majority 
the actions of the corporation. 

But in the case of the American Jewish Confer- 
ence, every effort was made, to window-dress the 
five-day sessions as a body representing the Jewish 
communities of the United States with national or- 
ganizations each being given a few votes, so that they 
could get in their say edgewise too. 

With the Conference a week old now, it is possible 
to analyze, not so much what it did, as this was easily 
Predictable as witness the editorials in this paper, but 
more how it operated, and what changes have become 


a system of blocs whereby the delegates each affili- 


so obvious that unless they are made, the charge 
which sticks now, that the conference was maneéeu- 
vered to deprive the delegates of any real influence, 
will be even more grave because the obvious faults, 
obvious to the point that everyone talked about them, 
are not corrected. 

If this was not a democratic meeting of repre- 
sentatives of Jewish communities, then what was it? 
It was a meeting of national Jewish organizations. 
It was the same thing as the ill-fated General Jewish 
Council which for a while, just a short while, brought 
together the B’nai B’rith, the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, the American Jewish Congress and the Jewish 
Labor Committee. 

I-don’t contend that the Conference planners had 
as their principal aim to deprive the individual dele- 
gates of their voting power, but I do say they planned 
it so they could keep control where they wanted it. 
The convenors of the Conference (this will make a 
story of its own when it is ready to be told) arranged 


ated themselves with some national group, which 
group in turn decided how these individuals were to 
vote. 

The bloc controlled everything from the commit- 
tees, which did all the work at the Conference, to the 
election of the Presidium, etc. In this way the Zionist 
Organization of America and the American Jewish 
Congress, which between them controlled something 
like 240 votes, were always in a position to dominate 
the proceedings, and they did. 

The B’nai B’rith opposed this system, I am told, in 
the Executive Committee, which arranged the work- 
ing details of the Conference, but was voted down. 
This is not to say that the 240 Z.0.A.-Congress dele- 
gates, would not always have voted for measures 
which the two groups wanted under any other kind 
of a system, but it is to say, as will be shown present- 
ly, that the individual delegates never had a chance 
to express their opinion and even in the voting, could 
only vote the one way.

This is not an observation made here by the 
writer because he happened to be able to read 
the facial grimaces of the representatives or 
could tell by the way they walked around the 
Gold Ballroom what they felt innately, but it 
_ Was common talk among the delegates. Even 
the General Committee knew of, and discussed 
although not as a matter of business, the dis- 
Satisfaction of the representatives. Many said 
they might as well have stayed home, as far 
as any importance they had. And sure enough 
they were right. 

As soon as the Conference got under way, ev- 
ety delegate was placed on some committee, and 
although this was fair enough, and sounded as 
good as it seemed, in actual practice it meant 
very little. For instance if a committee’s report 
or action involved a vital point and there was 
some question about party desires, then that 
party held a caucus, not among its members 
on the committee, but among its national lead- 
ers, and decided how its members on the com- 
mittee were to vote. That is the system of blocs. 
In the important Z.0.A. caucus, Daniel Frisch, 
was chairman always, so that he and the few 
top Zionists, inevitably decided every point. 

The blocs even decided on which committee 
their members were to be placed, so that even 
here they kept control. But if a delegate were 
placed on an unimportant committee like that 
on Credentials, then he twiddled his thumbs 
for four whole days, while his community back 
in Montana, or Texas or somewhere expected 
him to be taking part in important decisions. 


General Committee Ingenious 

The most ingenious brain-child of the execu- 
tive committee or rather that part of it that 
knew what it was doing, was the General Com- 
mittee. This General Committee was the Com- 
mittee on Committees, and no move of the Con- 
ference could be made without the approval of 
this committee. The national groups, knowing 
this, placed their heavy men on this committee, 
and right there in that committee room, the 
Conference was held. Louis Lipsky was chair- 
man and Herman Shulman, vice president of 
the World Jewish Congress was vice chairman, 
and on the committee, numbering some fifty or 
so were Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, Henry Monsky, 
Joseph M. Proskauer, the three big guns right 
off the bat, and so on. 

And this is what I meant by a second Gen- 
eral Jewish Council. Here in this committee, 
which was the Conference, here were all the 
national Jewish organizations, and they were 
really working together, with their sleeves 
rolled up, so to speak. They fought over points, 
they yielded here, they were adamant there. 
But they took and gave like reasoning beings 
who had to thrash things through to a decision. 
In this respect the General Committee sessions 
were an excellent demonstration of how our 
national Jewish organizations can get together 
if they really want to. 

Every committee report, every resolution, 
had to go through this General Committee. Al- 
though it is obvious under Parliamentary pro- 
cedure that this committee should act only in 
an advisory capacity, yet it took every single 
move of any committee apart word by word 
and foueht over it, just as one would have ex- 
pected the fight to be made on the floor of the 
Conference. If something did not meet with the 
approval of the General Committee, then it was 
sent back to the committee of origin, one and 
two times, with recommendations as to substi- 
tutions, deletions, etc. 

One argument advanced generally through- 
out the arguments in the General Committee 
was that a fight on the floor was to be avoided. 
You get the point. Don’t give the delegates a 
chance to express themselves. Although I left 
at about 5 p. m. Thursday to get back to Indian- 
apolis, there had until then been no fight on the 
floor, and from what I can read from the re- 
ports that I’ve seen in the daily press and from 
other sources, no fight did develop on any issue. 


Keep Resolution From Floor 

I wasn’t there.to hear it, but I am told by a 
reliable party, that a resolution asking that 
Anti-Semitism in the United States be included 
in the scope of the Conference, was thrown out. 
This is a case in point. I am sure from advance 





talk and from advance editorial comment, 
that the delegates wanted to take this point up, 
would have really had something to put their 
teeth into here, and would unquestionably have 
voted, if the blocs would have let them along, 
to go into this all-important question, but the 
resolution never saw the light of day. 


You only have to go back a few months to 
be in the thick of the bitterest of fights within 
our communities to elect delegates. Why was 
all this commotion? Were the delegates mere- 
ly a front, deliberately and with purpose afore- 
thought, or was it merely the way the arrange- 
ments worked out in practice? Certainly the in- 
tentions of those who ran the Conference is open 
to suspicion. 


Here the point was made to me, and it has 
some validity, that the delegates transmitted 
their temper and their feeling almost as if by 
wireless to the commanders of the Conference, 
and thus swayed them. But you can’t put this 
kind of hocus pocus beside the open declaration 
of many delegates, that they might just as well 
have stayed at home. 


This Picture One-Sided 


This is a critical piece, and certainly because 
of that, the picture of the Conference is defi- 
nitely a one-sided one. No delegate, unless he 
were on the in, had the picture I have drawn 
here, and to him, just as it was to me, when I 
didn’t try to ferret out the reasons behind every- 
thing, this was a historic occasion in American 
Jewish history. 


And so it was. No one could have listened 
to the galaxy of speakers, and not have felt the 
sense of history weighing down as it did in the 
atmosphere in the Gold Ballroom, without hav- 
ing been impressed. Then too there was the 
matter of suspense. Would the American Jew- 
ish Committee walk out of the Conference, as 
clearly had been threatened Sunday by Judge 
Joseph Proskauer and if it stayed, would it 
consent not to fight the Palestine resolution on 
the floor? But this question was decided Wed- 
nesday night, the lopsided vote being helped by 
the blast of the American Council for Judaism, 
and Thursday’s deliberations were of the nature 
of an anti-climax. 


Fundamentally, the most important question 
now is what will come of the decisions and 
resolutions of the Conference, but that is not 
in the purview of this article. From this article’s 
standpoint, with the faults of the Conference 
having been dissected from an impartial view- 
point, the question now is will the obvious mis- 
takes of the Conference be remedied? If not 
then the charge of deliberate design on the part 
of the national agencies must perforce stand as 
made. 


Keeping Same Setup Not Kosher 

But when it comes to the plans for the 
Interim Committee, then that is something 
else. Under this plan, the Conference as at 
present constituted would remain until after 
the purpose for which it had been called had 
been consummated. Thus since the matter of 
a delegation to the Peace Conference was one 
of the Conference aims, then until after the 
Peace Conference will to all intents and pur- 
poses remain the same. This is definitely not 
“kosher”, and reveals once again the real in- 
tent of the national Jewish organizations. If 
perchance a session of the Conference were, for 
some reason not now foreseen, called in three 
months or nine months, then the same commu- 
nity representatives should be called together 
again, but if a full year or more is to intervene 
before another session is called, then definitely 
the communities should be asked to elect new 
representatives, or rather to be more accurate, 
hold new elections. 


It doesn’t take an elephant’s memory to re- 
call the discontent with many of the elections, 
and it wasn’t until most communities had al- 
ready chosen their representative that the only 
fair method was evolved and approved—a 
method where every member of the community 
had one vote, no more and no less. 


Community Complaint Real 


Then there was the complaint, which was 
sent in the form of a resolution to the national

election committee, that many 
communities had not. been given 
sufficient information and. ad- 
vance notice to do an intelligent 
job. This was the resolution from 
East Chicago, Indiana Harbor and 
Hammond, and it was justified in 
a good many respects. It doesn’t 
take more than a desire to be 
honest to make the allegation 
that in many communities the 
elections were definitely unfair. 

In my opinion, the Conference 
actions represented the will of the 
Jewish community, excepting for 
the fact. that U. S. Jews want 
something done also about the in- 
ternal situation of U. S. Jewry. 
But the will of U. S. Jewry, has 
been so obvious for so long, that 
it is no feather in the cap of the 
Conference that its decisions and 
resolutions meet with such uni- 
versal approval. 

So the Conference is over, and 
naturally it is the hope of every 
fair-minded person that the Con- 
ference will be able to accomplish 
its aims. At the same time, there 
is no reason why the defects in 
the Conference set-up, defects 
which any new organization was 
bound to show in its first activ- 
ity, should not be removed. It 
takes only a real desire to see that 
justice is done, and I know that 
there are enough men on the na- 
tional Jewish scene who want to 
see the Conference set up as a 
representative body, to push for 
some kind of remedial action.

The editor’s chair: 


There were about five Anglo- 
Jewish papers represented at 
the American Jewish Confer- 
ence, and I have been asked 
was it worth the not in- 
considerable expense entailed for 
The Post to cover the Confer- 
ence. Of course my answer is 
_in the affirmative, and now that 
the Conference is over, and I 
have seen most of the Anglo- 
Jewish papers, I can double that 
affirmative. The Post scooped 
almost every Anglo-Jew- 
ish paper in the country, and 
while most of them merely re- 
ported happenings up to Tues- 
day, I wired stories Wednesday 
night, one of which hadn’t even 
been passed by the Conference 
when I sent it in. 

The last was the item about 
the Interim Committee of 55 
which has been named to carry 
out the decisions and resolutions 
of the Conference. I got hold 
of it Wednesday while it was 
still in the hands of the commit- 
tee. Then a long chance, but 
one which I felt was justified, 
and sent it on. Then Thursday 
after The Post had gone to press, 
I listened to the General Com- 
mittee proceed to change the 
time in which the Conference 
should be reconvened from a 
year to eighteen months. The 
General Committee voted to rec- 
ommend to the Organization 
Committee this change, and I 
rued the fact that I had taken 
such a long chance. At this 
point, I had to leave to catch my 
train back to Indianapolis, but on 
getting back here learned that 
the twelve-month limit had been 
retained. 

But this is only one of the 
things involved. I don’t see 
how anyone can discuss the Con- 
ference, which certainly is the 
biggest piece of news in U. S. 
Jewery for years, without having 
having been in attendance. The 
Post, when years back it covered 
its first convention, found out 
that the handouts it got from 
from the press agents of the 
sponsoring organization, con- 
tained only what these people 
wanted our readers to know, 
which. invariably was not the 
real news. 

However, the Conference cov- 
erage is just another in a long 
string of covering national con- 
ventions that probably is un- 
equalled by any other Anglo- 
Jewish paper, including the large 
ones in Boston, New York and 
(Continued on Page 7.) 





Elect Conference Representatives Every Year 


ITH THE IMPRESSIVENESS of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference fading in the white 
glare of reality, the question arises: “Will the 
Conference in actuality become the representa- 
tive body of American Jewry? Whether this 
encompasses the time until just after the Peace 
Conference or means from now on, is not per- 
tinent to the one point: “Is the Conference to 
be looked upon by Jew and non-Jew alike as 
the representative body of American Jewry?” 

In the opinion of The Post, the answer de- 
pends to a great extent on the actions of the 
Interim Committee. At present, the American 
Jewish Conference is the representative body of 
American Jewry. Anyone who attended the 
sessions of the body last week in New York, 
would have been convinced on this one point. 
In New York, there was never any question on 
this score, and the fact that the National Jewish 
bodies almost without exception worked to- 
gether for the first time in history, is a major 
accomplishment, credit for which goes to the 
Conference. 

But in the working out of the Conference, 
many defects cropped up, and in the mechanics 
of the Conference there were glaring mistakes. 
These mistakes and defects can easily be rem- 
edied and an Interim Committee alert to its 
responsibilities and to the impressions the dele- 


gates are taking home with them to their com- 
munities, will take time from their more im- 
portant work to make these badly needed 
changes. 

In one change at least, there should be no 
quibbling. The present representatives should 
remain in office, so to speak, for at least a year, 
but if a year is to elapse before the next Con- 
ference, then definitely communities should be 
permitted to elect, if they wish, new represen- 
tatives. 

No one will argue against this, unless he has 
an ulterior motive. When the elections were 
held, many communities and many individuals 
did not fully realize what was going on. By 
now, those interested, have a clear understand- 
ing of everything involved, and an election to- 
day would certainly elicit more intelligent vot; 
ing than did the first polling. This would be 
true too of any type of organization just in its 
infancy. 

In addition, yearly elections would be in the 
nature of referendums, a healthy phenomenon, 


in this paper’s estimation. It should be clear 
to anyone that this editorial has no concern with 
Mr. Frisch, about whose activities at the Con- 
ference, the least that could be said would be 
that he represented his community well. 


If You Concede Idea Is G'ood One, Then Put It Over 


HE IDEA BEHIND the cigarette fund now be- 
ing raised by The Jewish Post is a good one. 
As a Chanukah present from the Jewish com- 
munity of Indiana, The Post hopes to send a 
carton of cigarettes to every Indiana Jewish 
boy whereever stationed throughout the world. 
Coming from a fund raised through its Jew- 
ish newspaper ,the soldiers will understand 
very clearly that the Jewish community of the 
State has thought of them at Chanukah and has 
their welfare at heart. 
However, if the cigarettes are to go out to 
all the servicemen, there will have to be some 
sizeable donations. Indianapolis alone has 


somewhere around 650 in the service, and cer- 
tainly there must be an equal number from the 
communities throughout Indiana, so that some- 
thing around $1,000 will have to be forthcoming 
if the idea is to be successful. That means that 
some of the large firms operated by our readers 
will have to come across with $50 and $100 
checks and some of our more prominent indi- 
viduals throughout the state will have to dig in 
for $5 and $10 and more. 

Conceding that the idea is a good one, then 
it should be put over, and that means you will 
have to put it over. 


A Little More Understanding and Appreciation 


F YOU NOTICE the news columns of this 
week’s paper, you can detect the stirrings of 
that vast giant, the Jewish organizations of the 
individual communities, after its summer slum- 
ber. Soon activity in our B’nai B’rith, our Ha- 
dassah chapters or Council Sections, our Zionist 
groups, our Brotherhoods and Men’s Clubs will 
be making itself felt in the programs crowding 
each night in the week. 
And although to most members the summer 
has been a vacation, the executive committees 
and the officers of these groups have been 


working diligently in the dog days preparing 
attractive programs and making arrangements 
so that the vital work which each of these 
groups performs will be aceomplished success- 
fully. 

Jewish history will never record the achieve- 
ments of the local president of the local organ- 
ization, but certainly local communities should 
attempt to repay in a small way for the energy 
and time these people expend, by a little less 
envy and fault-finding and a little more under- 
standing and appreciation. 


Current Comment 


Influential Forces Prevented Extension of 
Conference Scope, M. Grossman Says in The 
Trend of Events—As the first step towards the 
creation of an authorized central body to speak 
on behalf of American Jewry, the American 
Jewish Conference which was opened in New 
York on Aug. 29 and adjourned on Sept. 2, has 
on the whole fulfilled the expectations of its 
sponsors. Those, however, who looked forward 
to the extension of the original limited scope 
of the Conference and inclusion in its pro- 
jected activities of matters affecting American 
Jewry, were disappointed with the outcome. It 
would appear that influential forces behind ex- 
isting organizations succeeded in preventing any 
transformation of the elected assembly into a 
permanent and supreme body. Yet the decision 
to reconvene the Conference within twelve 
months, and the appointment of an Interim 
Committee to implement the actions already de- 
cided upon raises hopes that the chapter has not 
been completely closed. ... 


The introduction of blocs and groupings 
tended to crystallize ideological opinion and 
facilitate the conduct of the Conference. The 
all-powerful General Committee which assumed 
controlling functions and the curtailment of the 
general debate had an unfavorable effect on the 
delegates. The expected appearance of new 
faces did not materialize. The leaders with es- 
tablished reputations. who appeared in full 
force retained control over the Conference... . 

Among the many novel features for a Jew- 
ish Conference was the election of a presidium 
of fourteen ,acting as a body ,without choosing 
a president and chairman. The absence of greet- 
ings and addresses from distinguished non-Jews 
was another welcome innovation. The assembly- 
was obviously less concerned with publicity and 
limelight and more with taking stock of the Jew- 
ish position and evolving methods for bringing 
temporary and permanent security to the Jew- 
ish people.

To the editor, 

I had hoped that by having a 
democratic nation-wide election 
and by the democratic process of 
knowing that the majority would 
decide how the Jewish people as 
a whole stood on the issue of Pal- 
estine as our homeland that we 
would at least be able to present 
a united front to the rest of the 
world, but after reading Rabbi 
Feuerlicht’s write-up in last Wed- 
nesday’s News it seems that a 
small minority will not abide by 
the decision of the majority. 

How can this small Jewish 
group in our city face their 
brethren when we stand at the 
threshhold of having our dreams 
realized and through their own 
narrow and selfish views show 


that they are trying to sabotage 


our people. 

Their arguments can so easily 
be torn to shreds that it seems 
futile to discuss them but for the 
few Jews who might be swayed 
through what they read I think 
it only fair that the good Rabbi 
Feuerlicht should be publicly re- 
futed.

“EDDIE” KAHN’S passing brought back so many beauti- 

ful memories of the close-knit ties between the Kahn and 
Messing families. Seventy-seven years ago, my father an- 
swered an advertisement in Rabbi Isaac M. Wise’s paper, “The 
Deborah”. It announced that “The Indianapolis Hebrew Con- 
gregation” wanted a young rabbi who could deliver sermons in 
German and was a Hebréw scholar. It enumerated other re- 
quirements that father knew he could fill. So he sent his pic- 
ture, writing in German, “Here I am. If you want me, send 
for me.” He was only 23 and a fine-looking man. The con- 
gregation was so impressed with the portrait that they were 
about to vote favorably. But Abe Kahn, Eddie’s father, asked 
them, “What do you know about this man? I for one am 
against bringing him here.” But he was out-voted. However, 
soon after father came here, he returned to New York to 
marry his childhood sweetheart, Fredericka Naphtali, (“Ricka” 
all we ever heard her called), brought her to Indianapolis and 
he and my mother and “Fater” and “Yetcha” Kahn became like 
sisters and brothers. The joys and sorrows of each family be- 
came those of both families. ‘“Yetcha” Kahn died early in 
1898. After that, “Fater” and the Kahn boys (they were called 
that, even after they were married,) ‘were at our home on 

* Delaware St. for many a Shabbos evening, fish supper, for 
High Holy Day meals, for Seder and during Pesach week. 
How they loved my mother’s Matzos kloes and pancakes! 
Father married the four Kahn boys, Dave to Lillie Bamberger, 
Harry to my best friend, Caroline Michael, Nathan to Ida Sil- 
berberg, sister to brother Sam’s wife whom he met when she 
visited us, and Eddie to Alice Wineman. Fater Kahn died a 
week after my mother in 1908. Eddie’s death marked the 
Passing of the last of the Kahn boys. Their wives, too, have 
all died. My father called Eddie, “Edisha”. He adored him 
and rightly so! Sons could not have been more considerate of 
a father, than they of him. One instance of Eddie‘s thought- 
fulness was that on the first of every month, since Eddie was 
8rown and “on his own’, my father received a box of his 
favorite cigars from Eddie. Whether father was in California 
or up in Michigan, those cigars reached him. In the beautiful 
eulogy by Rabbi Morris Feuerlicht, he told of Eddie’s happy 
Nature, his spirt of eternal youth, his joy in contributing to 
the happiness of those around him.

Succumbs At 77

NEW YORK—Funeral services 
were held this week at the Free 
Synagogue here for Judge Julian 
W. Mack, prominent Jewish lead- 
er who retired in 1941 as judge 
of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals after a brilliant ca- 
reer of 38 years on the bench. 
























He died at his home at the age 
of 77. 


An exponent of democracy in 
Jewish community life as well 
as in national affairs, Judge Mack 
was an ardent supporter of the 
American Jewish Congress, and 
upon its formation in 1917 was 
elected its first president. He was 
the first chairman of the Com- 4 
mittee of Jewish Delegations at 4 
the Versailles Peace Conference : 
in 1919 which secured national 
minority rights for Jews in Eur- 
opean countries.
